Nottage Primary received praise in a 
number of areas, but in key stage 2, 
there were “too many weaknesses” in 
pupils’ writing in English. 


The school was praised by the 
inspectors in the following areas: 

• Most pupils make good progress 
during their time at the school. 

• Nearly all pupils behave well and 
have positive attitudes towards their 
learning. 

• Arrangements for ensuring pupils’ 
health and wellbeing are thorough and 
successful. 

• The curriculum provides a varied 
range of interesting learning 
experiences that match the needs and 
interests of many pupils.

HEROES OF PASSCHENDAELE 



OFFICIALLY known as the Third Battle 
of Ypres, Passchendaele (July 31 - 
November 6,1917) became infamous , 
not only for the scale of casualties, but 
also for the mud. 

It had taken over three months, 325,000 Allied 
and 260,000 German casualties to do little more 
than make the bump of the Ypres. 

Thirty two of those soldiers killed were from 
Maesteg and on Saturday, July 15 at Our Lady 
and St Patrick’s Catholic Church Maesteg a 
concert and service of Remebrance was held. 


Taking part were children from the local 
schools. The Gleemen, and soloist Rhian 
Lyndsey. 

The introduction was by Stuart Bevan Royal 
British Legion and district chairman, and Roy 
Meredith and Michael Banks presented a poem 
and Family Act of Remembrance. 

Maesteg Town Council offices currently have 
an exhibition open which is free to attend. The 
exhibition features the Passchendaele conflict in 
detail, with many startling facts and information 
revealed.

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RNLI in race to save stranded Rshing boat 


PORTHCAWL 
RNLI were called 
out in rough 
weather on 
Saturday evening 
(July 15) after a 
fishing boat was 
beached at 
Southerndown 
after reporting 
engine problems. 

At 7.02pm HM 
Coastguard Agency 
paged Porthcawl 
RNLI volunteer crew 
to go to the aid of the 
boat. With a strong 


incoming tide the two 
persons on board had 
decided to beach the 
craft at 

Southerndown. 

Both Porthcawl 
lifeboats were 
launched with a total 
of seven crew. When 
they arrived on scene 
they found the boat on 
the sand with the two 
persons safe on the 
beach. 

Following 

discussions between 
the lifeboat crew and 
Llantwit Major 
Coastguard Unit, who 


were also m 
attendance, a decision 
was made to attempt 
to re-float the casualty. 

With the RNLI D- 
class lifeboat, Jean 
Ryall, able to operate 
in shallow water, a tow 
line was used to take 
the casualty boat off 
the beach and into 
deep water. 

Crew member Chris 
Page said: “Weather 
conditions were 
deteriorating 
throughout the callout, 
the thick drizzle and 
mist brought visibility

Force 7. 

“During our tow off 
the beach we had to 
manoeuvre through 
breaking waves up to 
six feet high. Once out 
beyond the breakers, 
we were able to 
transfer the tow over 
to our larger Atlantic 
85 lifeboat. Rose of the 
Shires. 

“Unfortunately 
during the tow to 
Porthcawl the rough 
conditions caused the 
tow line to break twice 
off Ogmore by Sea”, 

Deputy launch 
authority at 
Porthcawl, Aileen 
Jones said: “The 
casualties, who sailed 
out of Cardiff, were 
planning to do some 
Hshing in the Bristol 
Channel and stop 
overnight at Porthcawl 
Marina. 


“With the 
worsening weather 
conditions beaching 
their boat meant they 
were safe but if we 
had not been able to 
tow their boat off the 
beach it would have 
been wrecked as the 
incoming tide would 
have smashed it onto 
the rocky shoreline. 

“With our crews at 
sea for two hours in 
worsening conditions 
we were relieved that 
both the casualties and 
our crews were safe”. 

Llantwit Coastguard 
Unit transported the 
two casualties to 
Porthcawl by road 
while lifeboat crews 
secured their boat in 
the marina before 
returning to station.

13, president Nora 
Williams welcomed

Following the usual 
mix of business and 
communication, Nora 
introduced this month’s 
guest speaker Joyce 
James.

History of Nursery 
Rhymes’.

the death penalty. 

Joyce explained that 
the characters within the 
rhymes were usually 
coded messages for 
influential figures of the 
day. It would appear that 
over time, ‘nursery’ 
rhymes were toned down 
from their often violent 
and explicit original 
versions. In our more 

politically aware modern 
age, Joyce reported that 
children are once again 
being taught nursery 
rhymes, but in much 
gentler and child friendly 


styles. 

Irene Boyles thanked 
Joyce for reminding us of 
some of the rhymes from 
our childhoods and those 
that we used to teach to 
our own children and 
grandchildren. She also 
thanked Joyce for raising 
our awareness of the 
alternate history of 
nursery rhymes.

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Police urge caution following 
a spate of thefts from vans 


POLICE in the 
Bridgend area are 
urging van owners 
to ensure valuables 
are removed from 
vehicles overnight, 
following a number 
of thefts and 
attempted thefts. 

Like other areas in 
south Wales, it has seen a 
spike in auto-crime, with 
vans, in particular, being 
targeted for valuable 
tools. 

At around 10pm on 
Monday, July 10, a van 
was broken into on 
Merthyr Mawr Road and 
valuable tools stolen, 
before three men were 
disturbed breaking into a 
van on Heol Maes yr Haf 
just half an hour later. 

The following night, 
between 10.15pm and 
11pm, tools worth 


around £700 were stolen 
from a van parked on Pen 
Y Banc, while number 
plates were stolen from a 
vehicle parked on Vernon 
Street sometime between 
7pm on Tuesday, July 11 
and 7.30am on 

Wednesday, July 12. 

Officers are linking 
the incidents to similar 
crimes in the Pontyclun 
area, including one 
which occurred at around 
11.40pm on Tuesday, 
July 11, on Clun Avenue, 
Pontyclun, during which 
men were again 

disturbed as they 
attempted to break into a 
van. 

PC Danny Roberts, 
who is investigating the 
Bridgend incidents, is 
appealing for all vehicle 
owners to be vigilant and 
for van owners in 
particular to take extra 
precautions to protect

Can Bridgend get 
behind brave Josh’s 
amazing challenge?

A COWBRIDGE 
man is in full 
training for a 
challenge that 
would be a 
staggering one for 
an Olympic athlete. 

However, Josh 

Llewellyn-Jones, who 
will be 30 on July 31, is 
doing it despite having 
Cystic Eibrosis (CE) - a 
condition that should 
make it impossible. 

In just 24 hours at the 
Vale Resort on July 28- 
29, he intends to do the 
following: 

• Lift 100 tonnes. 

• Cycle 100 miles. 

• Run 10 miles. 

• Row 10 miles. 

• Cross-Train 10 miles 

• Swim 2 miles. 

• Do 3,000 situps. 

• Do 1,000 pushups. 

• 1,000 squats. 

He is hoping that 
doing this incredible feat 
will help him raise 
£100,000 for Cystic 
Eibrosis research. 

Has Josh been in 
training long for this 
challenge? 

In fact, he has been 
training all his life. 

Cystic Eibrosis means 
the lungs and digestive 
system are at a daily risk 
of becoming clogged. 

The life expectancy is 
put at 37 years of age. 

Josh explains: “When 
I was bom my parents 
did a great deal of 
research and went to 
America to see a 
specialist.” 

That specialist was Dr 


Bob Kramer, and his 
advice was pretty simple. 
It was to get Josh out 
running every morning 
and when he had had 
enough, insist that he did 
more! 

Josh said that this 
evolved into a personal 
motto: “I train to stay 
alive.” 

That intense training 
meant that Josh’s teenage 
friends probably did not 
realise the seriousness of 
his condition. He looked 
fit and was indeed fit - at 
15 he was in the Welsh 
under-21 cross-country 
squad. 

However, at 21 the CE 
surfaced, and his 
intestines became 

twisted. A seven-hour op¬ 
eration was needed to 
sort out the problem. 

After that experience. 


Josh returned to his 
training regime, and has 
been in contact with 
many other CE patients. 

Part of his mission is 
to inspire them, as well 
as raise money. 

Last week, on 
Tuesday, July 11, Josh 
was a guest on the Radio 
5 programme. Get 
Inspired, presented by 
the former Olympic 
sprinter Darren 

Campbell. 

Darren has been 
offering training advice 
but, as the weekend 
draws near, it will all be 
down to Josh.

An ‘Epic ride’ for 
little braveheart

THE father of a 
five-year-old Barry 
boy who had part of 
his leg amputated at 
just eight months 
old, is taking part in 
an epic cycling 
challenge to raise 
funds for his 
continued care. 

Noah Stephenson 
endured a traumatic start 
to his life but thanks to 
love of his family - 
father Gareth, mother 
Nicola, brother Zak - and 
lots of specialist care and 
support, he has battled 
through. 

Gareth said: “In 
March 2013, when he 
was only eight months 
old, Noah contracted 
meningitis and almost 
lost his life. 

“As a result, he had his 
lower left leg amputated 
and lost the tips on the 
majority of his remaining 
fingers and toes.” 

Noah, however, 
proved a little fighter. 

Gareth explained: “He 
has gone from strength- 
to-strength. He has 
needed numerous 

prosthetic legs as he’s 


grown; however, at the 
beginning of this year, he 
had to have corrective 
surgery on his stump as it 
was growing too fast and 
his leg bones were trying 
to break through, which 
caused him great pain 
and stopped him using 
his prosthetic. 

“He spent several 
months in a wheelchair, 
but has recently 
recovered enough from 
the surgery to have 
another prosthetic made 
so he can walk again. 

“At the moment, he is 
struggling to build up his 
energy and muscles to 
allow him to wear it for a 
full day.” 

In all other respects, 
Noah is a normal little 
boy. He loves riding his 
bike, enjoys Star Wars, 
likes dinosaurs, and plays 
with his Nerf gun. 

He attends Cadoxton 
Primary School. 

Gareth said: “Rather 
proudly, he recently 
competed in his school 
sports day. Despite 
finishing his two races 
some minutes behind all 
the other competitors, he 
was cheered on by all the

MADELEINE 
MOON is calling for

The Bridgend MP said 
in the Commons that as 
the number of GPs goes 
down, there is increasing 
pressure on the time they 
have with their patients. 

She said that one area 
being missed is that of 
self-harm and suicide. 

Mrs Moon said: “We 
now know there is an 
increased risk of suicidal 
behaviour for those on 
unstable and irregular 
zero-hour contracts, and 
that those on 
employment and support 
allowance are more than 
two-thirds more likely to 
take their own life. 

“What are we doing to 
advise GPs on that?” 

Health Under¬ 

secretary Steve Brine 
said Mrs Moon, who 
chairs the all-party group 
on suicide and self-harm 
prevention, does a ‘huge 
amount of work’ in this 
area. 

He told her: “The GP 
patient survey last year 
showed that 85 per cent 
of respondents rated their 
GP experience as good. 

“We are investing 
about £30 million of 
taxpayers’ money in the 
releasing time for care 
programmes, which we

HUW IRRANCA-DAVIES has 
congratulated groups in 
Bridgend and Ogmore on the 
work they are doing helping 
people with learning 
difficulties.

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‘Underused' 
Pyle Jobcentre 
Plus to close 


MADELEINE 
Moon, MP for the 
Bridgend 
constituency, has 
expressed her 
‘disappointment’, 
following 

confirmation by the 
Department for 
Work and Pensions 
(DWP) that Pyle 
Jobcentre will 
close. 

The Jobcentre in Pyle 
was earmarked for 
closure as part of a 
national review planned 
by the Department for 
Work and Pensions. 

Mrs Moon said: 
“Closing the Jobcentre 
in Pyle and requiring 
claimants to travel to 
Porthcawl is deeply 
disappointing. 

The DWP has 
calculated that the 
distance between the 
two centres will take 39 
minutes by public 
transport at the cost of 
£5 for an adult day 
return ticket and £2.90 
for those aged between 
16-18 years old. 

“For someone in 
receipt of Job Seeker’s 
Allowance that is a 
considerable sum. This 
calculation merely 
demonstrates how 
misguided the decision 
is. 

“This is yet another 


example of this 
Government pursuing 
cuts for cuts’ sake at the 
cost of essential services 
for local people.” 

“I will be challenging 
Ministers to ensure no 
one is disadvantaged 
financially by this 
decision, particularly if 
individuals are required 
to attend frequent 
appointments. 

“Ministers have 
suggested that local 
outreach services will be 
made available; I will be 
pursuing this to ensure 
services remain as 
accessible as possible 
for the people of Pyle.” 

Responding to The 
GEM, a DWP 
spokesperson said: 

“Pyle Jobcentre Plus is 
becoming increasingly 
underused, particularly 
as more of our services 
are offered online. 

“Merging the 
jobcentre with our site 
in nearby Porthcawl 
means we can continue 
to provide a first-rate 
level of service to our 
local claimants. 

The spokesperson 
added: “As usual, 
claimants can apply for 
additional support to 
meet travel expenses.”

SWARMING has certainly been an issue 
this year. Regular call outs have been the 
order of the day and one of my own 
colonies did swarm, but thanks to a 
swarm box that I have up in a tree near 
the apiary, the swarm obligingly made use 
of it. 

This swarm box is a regular national brood box 
that has a solid floor securely attached with metal 
clips and it contains four old drawn frames, a crown 
board is held in position with screws and the whole 
thing is hoisted into position using a block and 
tackle. The block and tackle device means that I can 
raise or lower the box as required.

All of the colonies are doing very well. I have a 
colony in a poly-nuc box that has had another poly 
box added to it to provide room for them, but I will 
be moving them into a national hive made up of a 
brood box plus a super to cater for their demand for 
more space. 

The three swarms that I have introduced to the 
apiary have certainly been busy drawing out the 
frames of foundation and by providing them with a 
liquid feed, it boosts their pre-programmed home 
building desire. 

My solar wax/melter has had good use, thanks to 
the hot spell. A little propolis and wax does adhere to 
the frames, but as they are then transferred to a 
steamer, further cleansing is assured. 

The steamer is made up from a tea-um water 
boiler that has had a copper supply pipe added to the 
lid (DIY) this is then attached with plastic tubing to 
wallpaper steamer and hey presto! The magic 
begins! 

Varroa, as ever, is present, although their numbers 
are not excessive. Regular counting is the only way 
to be sure of this and I do check the debris trays 
throughout the year. 

Will there be a honey crop? Things are looking 
very favourable.

The council says the 
plan has been discussed 
with the trade unions 
involved and, once 
approved by the Vale 
cabinet in September, 
will see an immediate 
increase in pay levels for 
over 1,000 employees, 
including cleaners, 
kitchen assistants and 
breakfast club 

supervisors. 

The proposed change 
in pay rates will set the 
lowest pay rate at £7.90 
per hour, compared with 
the National Living 
Wage at £7.50 per hour. 
The current level of the 
voluntary foundation 
living wage is £8.45. 

Coun Thomas has also 
asked officials to 
undertake detailed 
assessment of the 
implications of moving 
all Vale employees onto 
the ‘Real Living Wage’. 

He says he is a firm 
supporter of it, but 
stressed the need for a 
properly-costed 
assessment before 
making a final decision. 

Coun Thomas said the 
increase in pay would 


deliver a number of 
benefits: “This is an 
initial and immediate 
step in a journey to 
improving pay levels for 
our lowest-paid workers. 

“I want to see the 
Conservative-run council 
moving further towards 
the voluntary Foundation 
Living Wage over the 
course of my leadership 
and am working with 
officers to do that 
assessment. 

“This would be good 
for staff morale and will 
have a positive impact on 
attendance and 

productivity. I think that 
it is important to send a 
clear message to staff 
that they are valued, and 
if such a move is 
financially sustainable - 
which I believe it can be 
- then it’s a step that the 
Vale Council will take 
under my leadership.” 

Deacon Samantha 
Taylor of Vale of 
Glamorgan Citizens, an 
alliance of local 
community groups, said: 
“As a local Methodist 
Minister, I know how 
people in the Vale are 
struggling to make ends 
meet, so the commitment 
by the Vale Council to 
work towards the 
Foundation Living Wage 
is fantastic news for 


hundreds of working 
families. 

“Prior to the recent 
local elections, we asked 
all political leaders to 
work with us to introduce 
the Living Wage to the 
Vale and it is brilliant that 
Coun Thomas is acting 
on this so quickly. We 
look forward to the day 
when we can celebrate 
full ‘Living Wage’ 
accreditation by the Vale, 
but this is a great start.”

F ew would 
have imagined 
how strong a 
reinvigorated 
Planet of the Apes 
franchise would be. 
The initial reboot, 
released in 2011, 
seemed to be more 
of a curio, but its 
superb execution 
and critical and 
commercial acclaim 
led to a second 
outing which was 
unarguably one of 
the finest films of 
2014. 

With Matt Reeves 
remaining in the 
director’s chair, the third 
in the new series, War 
For the Planet of the 
Apes, now hits cinemas. 

Picking up two years 
after the events of Dawn 
of the Planet of the Apes,

any entente between 
man and ape has been 
shattered and Caesar 
(Andy Serkis) is now in 
hiding, hunted by the 
army who are 
determined to kill him. 

When a raid on the 
ape base results in 
tragedy, Caesar goes 
after the man 
responsible, the Colonel 
(Woody Harrelson) 
while the rest of the apes 
head to new land where 
they can build a safer 
future; but things don’t 
proceed as planned for 
either party... 

Films tend to run out 
of steam on the third 
outing; the general rule 
is sequel bigger and 
darker, threequel 
disappointing and flat. 

Given that the ..Apes 
films have only got 
stronger, is War... 
capable of bucking the 
trend? It certainly is, the 
film a maelstrom of 
emotion and allegory, a 
dark and taut work that 
contains narrative depth 
and impact that you so 
rarely find in what is 
deemed to be 
‘blockbuster’ 
entertainment - put 
simply, the film is 
astonishing. 

This is a film about 
apes becoming the 
dominant species of 
Earth, a concept that 
became lighter and 
comedic as the original 
series of films wound on 
(197rs Escape from the 


Planet of the Apes sees 
ape Zira drinking 
champagne); yet in 
Reeves and co-writer 
Mark Bomback’s hands, 
they have wrought a film 
that speaks not just of 
the plight of the apes, 
but to the world in 2017. 

There is metaphor 
piled on top of allegory 
here (Caesar whipped 
and hoisted onto a 
crucifix-like frame, the 
war between ape and 
human driven by a fear 
of the unknown, apes 
being rounded up into a 
work camp, a crazed 
megalomaniac building a 
wall), hardly the normal 
fare you find in a 
popcorn film, yet Reeves 
knows that you can’t just 
rely on cutting edge 
technology (the CGI 
work that turns the 
actors into apes is 
sublime) and the odd 
set-piece. 

It’s the weight of the 
narrative that draws you 
in; over the course of 
three films we’ve seen 
Caesar grow from baby 
to man to leader, and 
here, driven by personal 
tragedy, we see the 
conflict behind his 
nobility, the needs of the 
many versus his desire 
for revenge. 

The writing is sharp 
but the performance of 
Andy Serkis is 
uncompromisingly 
magnificent, one that, 
even this early on in 
proceedings, deserves 


recognition come awards 
season. 

To transcend CGI 
with a performance this 
nuanced, this deft, is a 
rare skill indeed and 
Serkis is magnetic as we 
see Caesar wrestle with 
his duty to the group and 
to his own family. 

Woody Harrelson’s 
Colonel is Kurtz-like 
(this is a film that takes 
its influences from the 
likes of Apocalypse 
Now) yet the story 
clearly lays out his 
motivations for what 
he’s doing. 

While on the surface 
he appears crazed, his 
motivations are driven 
from a place of logic and 
a clever plot point 
expands what drives the 
character even further. 
Harrelson’s fuse is 
always slow-burning, 
threatening to explode 
but it never does, 
making him an 
intriguing character and 
one with more in 
common with Caesar 
than you might imagine. 

Around them are 
superb turns, either 
motion-captured (Steve 
Zahn’s Bad Ape bringing 
a degree of humour that 
leavens the constant 


dramatic pressure, Karin 
KonovaTs Maurice as 
ever Caesar’s sounding 
board and compass) and 
live-action (Amiah 
Miller’s Nova, a girl 
Caesar and company 
discover who brings a 
link between the human 
world and the ape 
world). 

Matt Reeves’ 
direction is, as ever, both 
gorgeous and visceral; 
the opening woodland- 
set firefight is intense 
and shot superbly, while 
the film as a whole has a 
visual feel that suits the 
tone of the piece 
perfectly, but this is a 
film where the punch 
comes from the story, 
perhaps even more so 
than any moments of 
action. 

His ability to convey 
the conflict in Caesar’s 
soul speaks of a director 
who can marry subtlety 
to a bigger budget 
(something that augurs 
well for his take on 
Batman) and that he can 
keep Caesar and his 
story front and centre is 
a testament to his skills. 

By the time the lights 
go up. War for the 
Planet of the Apes will 
have left you

Rusty the cat, from 
Barry, was shot by 
someone using an air 
weapon. An X-ray 
revealed a pellet in her 
back and the cat died 
following surgery. 

The RSPCA has 
received reports of 41 
incidents between 

January 2017 and June 
30, 2017 with trends 
indicating a rise on the 
previous two calendar 
years. 

The two most 
prominent areas in the 
statistics so far this year 
are the Vale and Conwy 
with seven incidents 
apiece. 

Martyn Hubbard, an 
RSPCA superintendent, 
said; “Reports of airgun 
attacks are so depressing, 
and domestic cats are so 
often the target, with the 
repercussions often fatal 
or causing life-changing 
injuries. 

He said that the 
RSPCA backs calls for 
stricter regulations 
around owning an airgun. 

“This, along with 
better education, and 
basic safety training for 
owners, will help protect 
the nation’s animals from 
these attacks.”

'Be vigilant at 
concerts’ 

police warning 


A WARNING has 
been issued to rogue 
traders, as more 
than II4 fake Justin 
Bieber t-shirts and 
hoodies were seized 
during the star’s 
concert in Cardiff. 

In a joint operation 
between Trading 

Standards and South 
Wales Police, officers 
found clothing which 
infringed the registered 
trademarks, as the singer 
performed at the 
Principality Stadium on 
June 30. 

If the 114 items had 
been sold through the 
official merchandise 
outlets, the cost would be 
almost £5,000. 

Coun Dhanisha Patel, 
chair of the joint 
committee for Shared 
Regulatory Services, 
said: “This is just one 
example of how well the 
teams at Trading 
Standards and South 
Wales Police are working 
together. 

“The sale of fake 
goods is a callous 
exploitation of young 
fans. The counterfeit t- 
shirts seized were being 
sold for £10 and jumpers 


and hoodies were selling 
for £25. The official 
Justin Bieber 

merchandise website 
meanwhile, sells similar 
clothing for less and 
there is a noticeable 
difference in quality. 

“Our teams will be out 
in force again for the 
upcoming Coldplay and 
John Legend concerts in 
Cardiff city centre, and 
we are reminding gig- 
goers and other members 
of the public to be 
vigilant during these 
times.” 

The Vale Council 
works with South Wales 
Police officers to tackle 
these problems, with the 
aim of preventing 
legitimate business from 
losing money and stop 
profits made from ending 
up in the hands of 
organised criminals. 

As part of similar 
work when the city 
hosted the recent 
Champions League finals 
in early June, more than 
170,000 football fans 
arrived in Cardiff, and 
over four days, police 
arrested three people for 
ticket touting.

T he news that 
families 
affected by 
the contaminated 
blood scandal 
would finally get 
answers, via a UK 
inquiry into the 
circumstances of 
this tragedy, was 
widely welcomed 
last week. 

I was particularly 
thankful at long last for 
my constituents who 
lost loved ones, 
alongside the families of 
the 70 people who died 
in Wales as a result of 
receiving contaminated 
blood. 

As Vaughan Gething 
AM, Welsh Government 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Health, Well Being and 
Sport said in response to 
a question from Julie 
Morgan AM: 

“I welcome a UK 
inquiry into the 
circumstances of this 
tragedy. We all need to 
know the truth about 
what happened, so it’s 
important those affected 
have their say about the 
inquiry’s approach and 
remit. 

“I have written to the 
Secretary of State and 
expect full engagement 
with those affected in 
Wales.” 

Julie Morgan, who 
chairs the Cross-Party 
Group on Haemophilia 
and Bleeding Disorders 
which met this week, 
has campaigned for 
many years to have the 
circumstances that led 
to this tragedy fully 
recognised and 
investigated. She was 
thanked in the Senedd 
by myself and Vaughan 
Gething, for her 
commitment and 
determination in support 
of the those families 
affected. 

The Haemophilia 
Society has called for 
the affected community 
to be involved in 
deciding the remit of the 
inquiry and ensure their 
voices are heard in the 
taking of evidence. 

This will be pursued 
as the Welsh 
Government and the 
National Assembly for 
Wales have strongly 
supported the call for an 
independent 
investigation and it is 
right that the inquiry is 
UK-wide, given that the 
events occurred before 
devolution in the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

It is always welcome 
to see political parties 
working together to 
improve health and 
well-being in Wales and 
this has been evident in

the Parliamentary 
Review of Health and 
Social Care in Wales set 
up by the Cabinet 
Secretary Vaughan 
Gething, as a key 
commitment in our 
programme of 
Government ‘Taking 
Wales Forward’. 

Last November, he 
announced the setting 
up of an independent 
panel of experts with 
the appointment of chair 
Dr Ruth Hussey, former 
Chief Medical Officer 
for Wales, joined by 
national and 
international experts in 
the field of health and 
social care. 

The panel was asked 
to look at ways our 
health and care system 
could deliver improved 
health and well-being 
outcomes for people 
across Wales, reduce 
inequalities between 
certain population 
groups, and the big 
challenge of how we 
can ‘enable the whole 
health and social care 
system to be sustainable 
over the next five to ten 
years’. 

No easy task, and the 
panel is due to conclude 
its work in December. 
There was a positive 
and constructive 
discussion in the 
Senedd, involving all 
political parties, and 
there will be more 
opportunities in the 
coming weeks, with the 
interim report clearly 
making the case for 
change. 

Evidence can come 
from local experience 
and initiatives and I 
strongly believe that this 
can include examples of 
how we are trying to 
improve health and 
well-being in our local 
communities. 

The work of 
charitable organisations, 
such as Vale ways, might 
not seem an obvious 
vehicle for promoting 
health and well-being 
but our launch of 
Friends of Valeways last 
Saturday made it 
abundantly clear that it

Councillors’ anger at 
bus shuttle subsidy 


A Welsh Government 
pilot scheme which 
provides travel on 
selected bus routes 
across Wales, and 
includes the T9 service 
to the capital from 
Cardiff Airport at 
Rhoose, has incurred 
the anger of Barry 
councillors. 

The scheme - 
TrawsCymru - provides 
free, subsidised weekend 
travel on selected routes 
across Wales and the idea 
is to boost bus use and 
encourage tourism. 

However, Two Barry 
councillors are unhappy 
the T9 shuttle service 
from Cardiff Airport to 
the capital, which costs 
around half a million 
pounds a year, is part of 
the scheme. 

Councillors Vincent 
Bailey and Leighton 
Rowlands have been 
campaigning for the 
service to be scrapped, 
say the rising cost is 
“scandalous”, and that it 
will spark anger among 
Vale residents who are 
concerned about reduced 
services such as the 98 
bus from Highlight Park. 

Coun Vincent Bailey 
said: “The amount of 


money spent on the T9 is 
already scandalous, but 
the bill will get even 
Telbigger now because 
they won’t recoup a 
penny from tourists and 
travellers using it on 
weekends. 

“Coun Rowlands and I 
have long called for the 
T9 to be scrapped, with 
the money spent on local 
bus services throughout 
Wales. 

“Barry residents 
deserve a better transport 
service and having 
fought to stop cuts to 
local routes, I can 
understand local anger at 
seeing this empty bus 
rolling along Port Road 
every 20 minutes or so.” 

He added: “We all 
want to see a thriving 
airport, but the ghost bus 
is a poke in the eye for 
local residents who don’t 
have the luxury of a 
regular bus service.” 

The Welsh 

Government says the 
TrawsCymru weekend 
pilot is to encourage 
more people to consider 
buses as a means of 
transport. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson explained 
that the Government 
believed that with a 


growing airport, it was 
‘imperative’ to provide 
regular transport links. 

He said: “Since the 
Welsh Government took 
ownership of Cardiff 
Airport in 2013, it has 
become one of the UK’s 
fastest growing airports. 

“Passenger numbers 
continue to grow month 
on month, with over 
185,000 people flying to 
and from Cardiff last 
month alone. It’s 
imperative that our 
growing, national airport 
has regular public 
transport to and from it. 

“We have protected 
our Bus Services Support 
Grant to all councils in 
Wales in recent budgets, 
with the Vale Council 
separately and 

additionally reimbursed 
for the operation of the 
T9 service. 

“It has never been a 
case of choosing local 
services over the airport 
shuttle. Vale 

communities should 
expect both.” The 
scheme started on July 8 
and will run every 
weekend until May 2018 
- and could be extended.

• Effective support for 
pupils with additional 
learning needs ensures 
that most make good 
progress towards their 
individual targets. 

However, the minus 
points were: 

• At key stage 2, there 
are too many 
weaknesses in pupils’ 
writing skills in English, 
and their oral and 
writing skills in Welsh 
are weak. 

• More able pupils 
and those eligible for 
free school meals do not 
always do as well as 
they could. 

• There are too few 
opportunities for pupils 
to participate in making 
decisions about their 
learning and about their 
life in school. 

• Pupils do not have 

enough opportunities to 
develop their skills in 
literacy, numeracy and 
information and 

communication 
technology (ICT) 
systematically across all 
areas of learning. 

The inspection team 
said that the school’s 
prospects for 

improvement are good, 
for a number of reasons: 

• The headteacher 
brings a fresh vision and 
a clear strategic 
direction for the school. 

• Staff share a strong 
partnership ethos and a 
renewed commitment to 
school improvement. 

• The governing body 
understands the school’s 
performance well and 
provides a strong level 
of challenge and 
support. 

• The procedures for 
self-evaluation are 
robust and wide-ranging 
and they give leaders an 
accurate picture of the 
school’s strengths and 
areas for improvement. 


• The school has a 
wide range of 
purposeful partnerships 
that enrich and support 
pupils’ learning and 
wellbeing effectively.

• R4 - ensure that 
teachers’ planning 
enables pupils to 
develop their skills in 
literacy, numeracy and 
ICT systematically in all 
areas of the curriculum 

• R5 - ensure that 
targets in the school 
improvement plan focus 


on measurable outcomes 
for pupils 

The inspectors said 
that the school should 
draw up a post¬ 
inspection action plan, 
which will show how it 
will address the 
recommendations. 

The inspectors added 
that they expected the 
local authority, with the 
Central South 

Consortium, to support 
the school to continue to 
improve outcomes and 
address all the 
recommendations.

Why did First Minister meet 
EU negotiator in Brussels? 


A fter watching BBC Wales news 
last week, could I express how 
embarrassed I was to see our First 
Minister in Brussels, visiting Michel

First Give awards at Llantwit Major 



CHARITIES BOOSTED 
BY COMPANY'S 
^GREEN^ MARATHON 


KIER’S Welsh offices recently 
took part in the company’s most 
ambitious charity challenge yet - 
using green, non-motorised 
transport to travel from Kier’s 
most northerly construction site in 
Orkney to its most southerly in 
Truro. 

The company has raised over 
£250,000 so far in eight weeks, with 
the Western & Wales offices raising a 
whopping £55,000. 

Hundreds of Kier employees got 
involved in the Welsh leg of the 
journey, which raised money for Wales 
Air Ambulance, Alzheimer’s Society 
and Velindre Cancer Care. The money 
raised will be split between the Kier 
Foundation - an independent charity 
that raises money for Kier’s charity 
partner Al z heimer’s Society - and the 
local charities. 

Wendy Stephens, bid coordinator 
based at Kier’s Cardiff office, who 
helped plan the Wales leg of the 
challenge, has a personal connection to 
Wales Air Ambulance. 

She said: “In 2013, my dad was in a 
farming accident and the Wales Air 
Ambulance airlifted him to hospital. It 
took less than five minutes by air 
ambulance, as opposed to the 40- 
minute journey it might have been by 
road. 

“Unfortunately, due to the extent of 
his injuries, my dad couldn’t be saved, 
but it gave me and my family great 
peace of mind to know the Wales Air 
Ambulance gave him the best possible 


chance of survival, and that he 
received expert care almost 
immediately, meaning he didn’t suffer 
any pain. 

“I’m incredibly proud of what our 
teams achieved during 2020 
Challenge.” 

The journey began in Monmouth 
and finished at the Severn Bridge,

Health Board 
contract failings 
^deeply worrying 


COMMENTING on 
the news that the 
Auditor General for

Andrew RT Davies 
has called the 
situation “deeply 
troubling” and that 
there were serious 
questions that need 
answering. 

Mr Davies, leader of 
the Welsh Conservatives, 
said: “It is deeply 
worrying to find that 


such serious issues could 
occur in a £100bn 
organisation - and there 
are serious questions for 
the chair and directors of 
the Health Board to 
answer. 

“To find out that the 
health board could not 
demonstrate that the 
contracts were awarded 
fairly, transparently, 
lawfully, or obtained 
value for money for the 
taxpayer, is extremely 
concerning - and there 
will be widespread anger 
among staff. 

“Lessons must be 
learned and action taken 
to ensure that such 
serious failings are not 
repeated in future, and 
that proper procedures 
are followed,” he stated.

police between January 
and March. 

In an attempt to tackle 
the issue, sector officers 
teamed up with officers 
from the Public 
Protection Unit (PPU), 
along with a range of 
partners to encourage the 
reporting of domestic 
abuse, not only by 
victims but also via third 
parties. 

A recent awareness 
session at Pyle Life 
Centre which targeted 
professionals, who may 
come into contact with 
potential victims and are 
well-placed to spot early 
signs of violence, was 
well-attended by 

representatives from 
schools, family support 
workers and youth 
workers. 

They were given 
advice from the South 
Wales Police teams as 
well as an Independent 
Domestic Abuse Advisor 
(IDVA), NSPCC and 
Hafan Cymru about what 
to look out for and ways 
of safeguarding 

individuals and reporting 
concerns. 

Members of the public 
were also targeted as part 


of the initiative, with 
partners joining Pyle 
Neighbourhood Police 
Team at several 
community events to 
spread the message that 
their friend, neighbour, 
customer, or 

acquaintance could be a 
victim. 

Sergeant Nick Jones 
said: “It was extremely 
concerning to us when 
we learned of the 
findings from the 
Commissioner’s Office 
and Public Health Wales, 
and the issue of under¬ 
reporting appeared to be 
particularly prevalent in 
the Pyle area. 

“It may well be that 
some people don’t even 
realise that they are a 
victim, which is why it is 
so important that people 
working with families 
within our communities 
have the information 
they need in order to spot 
the tell-tale signs. 

“The feedback from 
each event has been 
overwhelmingly positive 
and we plan to continue 
hosting these events in 
the future.”

Dame Kelly’s 
Trust helped 
Jodie get her 
life on track

A TEENAGER from Cefn Glas 
who has turned her life around 
thanks to an Olympic heroine, 
told her story in the Senedd 
last week. 

By her own admission, Jodie 
Coupland’s life wasn’t going the way 
she wanted 18 months ago. She was in 
her final year at Ysgol Bryn Castell 
and didn’t have any idea what she 
wanted to do after finishing school. 

When she got involved with Wales’ 
first ever ‘Get on Track’ programme, 
everything changed. 

Run by the Dame Kelly Holmes 
Trust and supported locally by 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC), the Trust’s flagship 
programme uses elite athletes as role 
models to help transform the lives of 
young people and inspire them to make 
more positive life choices. 

Jodie was part of a group that was 
mentored by Wales women’s rugby 
intemation^ Philippa Tuttiett. From 
their base at the Bridgend Life Centre, 
the group took part in a variety of 
activities and a range of new 
experiences to help bond them together 
as a group. 

All the participants were aged 
between 16 and 24 years old and had 
faced challenges in their young lives. 
‘Get on Track’ helped them brush up 
on interview techniques, learn how to 
write CVs, and get involved in 
volunteering. 

Jodie returned from the course a 
much more focused and determined 
person, ready to achieve her goals. She 
has since gained a part-time job with 
Halo Leisure and has assisted Philippa 
Tuttiett on this year’s programme in 
Maesteg, as well as helping other 
young people in Blaenau Gwent. 

She recently told her story to 
representatives from several 
organisations after being invited to the 
Senedd by the first Mi ni ster and 
Bridgend AM, Carwyn Jones. 

Jodie said: “Get on Track changed 
my life in so many ways and I could 
never thank Philippa and the rest of 
Dame KeUy’s team enough for all the 
help and support they’ve given me. 

“They are truly inspirational 
people - everyone needs an athlete 
mentor! I would definitely recommend 
the project to every young person if 
you want to go back into education, 
training, work or even need help with 
life skills. Whatever you need is on this 
course.” 

Jodie was joined in Cardiff Bay by 
Dame Kelly Holmes, who is keen for 
the ‘Get on Track’ programme to 
expand in other parts of Wales after its 
successful start in Bridgend county 
borough. 

To date, the Kelly Holmes Trust has 
worked with over 400 world class 
athletes across the UK and supported 


in excess of 300,000 young people 
facing disadvantage. Dame Kelly’s 
vision is for the Trust to support over 
10,800 more young people in Wales by 
2020 . 

She said: “We believe that every 
young person in Wales - regardless of 
their past or current circumstance - has 
the potential to have a positive future. 

“It can take just one special 
individual to help them realise the 
confidence and determination needed 
to succeed and the resilience to go 
again if barriers or challenges arise. 

“That’s why I’m so excited to see 
the impact of our work in partnership 
with BCBC and the potential we have 
to reach so many more thousands of 
young people facing disadvantage 
across Wales over the next few years.” 

Conn Huw David, the Leader of 
BCBC, said: “We were very proud to 
be the first local authority to host the 
Get on Track programme in Wales last 
year, helping young people from a 
range of backgrounds. 

“Some had been in care, were 
homeless, or had been at risk of 
offending, while some were just 
increasingly facing challenges in 
finding employment or engaging in 
education. 

“Within eight months of our first 
Get on Track programme, 72 per cent 
of the young people were in 
employment, education or training. The 
Get on Track course helped Jodie 
understand what she wanted to get out 
of life, and without it she wouldn’t be 
doing what she is today. And there are 
many other success stories similar to 
Jodie’s.” 

Helen Ridout, Jodie’s former 
headteacher at Ysgol Bryn Castell, 
said: “Get on Track pushed Jodie 
outside of her comfort zone and helped 
her develop into a responsible young 
adult who is able to participate and 
make a positive contribution not just to 
her own life but to society too. We are 
extremely proud of the progress she 
has made. In the same way that her 
mentors have inspired her, we are now 
using her story to inspire our current 
pupils.” 

The first Bridgend County Borough 
‘Get on Track’programme was funded 
by the People’s Postcode Lottery, and 
the launch of the programme in Wales 
was also made possible, thanks to a 
funding award from The Royal 
Masonic Trust for Girls and Boys.

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Looking back to 
racing in 2003 

with BRIAN LEE 


THIS WEEK, The 
GEM^s Brian Lee, 
who has been 
reporting on the 
Welsh horse racing 
scene for more than 
50 years, takes 
another trip down 
memory lane. 

FIRST WIN FOR 
VALE RACEHORSE 
OWNER’ was the 
heading in The GEM, 
dated August 7, 2003, 
and this is what I 
reported: "Chocolate 
Soldier, a 25-1 outsider, 
ridden by Welsh jockey 
Christian Williams from 
Ogmore, made all the 
running to land the 
Stephen Billau & Sons 
National Hunt Flat race 
over two miles and one 
furlong at Sedgefield last 
week. 

‘The five-year-old, 
wearing blinkers for the 
first time, was a first¬ 
time winner for the 
Vale’s Anthony Reid, a 
former point-to-point 
rider of note who will be 
associated with that 
good horse Romany 
Park, which he rode to 
victory in the 1970s. 

"Chocolate Soldier, 
who won by 13 lengths 
from the odds-on 
favourite Hirayna, is 
trained by Llancarfan’s 
Evan Williams, who 
said: “I bought the horse 
from Tom Tate for just 
1,850 guineas at the 
Doncaster sales in May 
and what is particularly 
nice is that he’s the first 
horse and winner for 
Anthony.” 

‘Williams has held a 
trainer’s licence for just 
a matter of weeks but he 
has already caught the 
attention of the racing 
world and we will surely 
be hearing a lot more 
from this former 
champion point-to-point 
rider in the future.’ 

Well, at least I was 
right on that occasion! 

Evan wasn’t the only 
one to get a write-up in 
The GEM that year as 
on November 20 I 
reported under the 
heading ‘MARY’S 
FIRST WINNER’ that: 
‘Mary Evans, mother of 
Llancarfan trainer Evan 
Williams, had her first 
win as a permit holder 
when Lypharita’s Risk 
finished alone in a three 
horse novice chase at 
Ludlow last week. Mary, 
formerly from the Vale 
of Glamorgan but now 
based in Pembrokeshire 
with her second husband 
Bill Evans, is a former 
point-to-point rider who 
on one occasion in the 
1970s became the first 
female to ride two 
winners at the 
Glamorgan Hunt Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases 
at St Hilary when 
winning the members’ 
race on Rory M and the 
ladies’ open on 
Underhill. 

‘The latter beat the 
mighty Mandryka, 

Wales’ most famous 
prolific point-to-pointer. 

"Lypharita’s Risk, 
ridden by Jason 
Mogford, looked 
destined for third place: 
the two horses in front 


both fell. Still, the fences 
are there to be jumped! 
Welsh amateur rider 
Sam Thomas, who won 
the Paddy Power 
Amateur Riders’ 
Handicap Steeplechase 
at the Countryside 
Alliance meeting at 
Cheltenham last Friday 
on the Venetia Williams- 
trained Itsonlyme, has 
turned professional. 
Itsonlyme, owned by 
Gwent’s Mel Davies, 
was the brilliant 19-year- 
old rider’s 10th win 
under Rules.’ 

( Incidentally, Sam 
went on to ride a 
Cheltenham Gold Cup 
winner). 

‘Apparently, a film is 
to be made about the 
Tenby Oyster Maid 
scandal of 1927, 
following a book which 
was published last year 
about Tenby races and in 
which the sting is 
mentioned. The author 
Richard Lawrence has 
signed a contract for the 
film rights. 

My story of the 
Oyster Maid affair 
appeared in print in a 
racing magazine in the 
1990s and later in a 
newspaper, which was 
picked up by a television 
company who made a 
film for HTV who 
featured it in their 
Scandal series a few 
years ago.’ 

(Well, dear reader, I 
took part in that 
television programme 
and my version of the 
Oyster Maid affair 
appears in my book 
Racing Rogues: The 
Scams, Scandals and 
Gambles of Horse 
Racing in Wales, 
published by St David’s 
Press, with a rare 
picture o/Oyster Maid). 


Another item referring 
to Evan Williams which 
appeared in The GEM 
that year read: ‘Another 
winner for Evan 
Williams’ Cherry Gold 
was a 13-2 winner for 
Llancarfan trainer Evan 
Williams at Market 
Rasen last Sunday, 
August 3. 

‘The former prolific 
point-to-pointer and 
hunter chaser landed the 
Mr and Mrs Benson’s 
Novice Hurdle race by 
12 lengths from 
Schoodic Point. Cherry 
Gold was ridden by 
Christian Williams, who 
almost made it a double 
on Mr Nemo, also 
trained by Williams, in 
the novice chase. 
Unfortunately Mr Nemo 
had every chance until 
ducking out at the last 
hurdle when challenging 
the eventual winner, Joe 
Cullen. 

‘Congratulations to 
Chepstow trainer Milton 
Bradley on training his 
first group winner The 
Tatling. Milton, who 
recently had a hip 
replacement operation, 
was at Goodwood to see 
The Tatling get home by 
a neck in an exciting 
finish. 

A week earlier Milton 
won the £40,000 Hong 
Kong Jockey Club 
Sprint Showcase race at 
Ascot with Silviati; and 
just for good measure, 
he had the third horse 
Corridor Creeper in the 
race as well.’

This 432-page book - 
which is excellent value 
for money - discusses 
the time he stood for 
general election, his 
contributions to radio 
and TV broadcasting and 
much, much more. 

The author, who is a 
full-time writer from 
Llanelli, who still takes 


part in radio and TV 
programmes , 
interviewed more than a 
hundred people from 
Carwyn’s four areas of 
interest and expertise. It 
also meant that he had 
long discussions with 
members of Carwyn’s 
family. 

In the world of rugby, 
Carwyn refused to go 
along with traditional 
rugby thinking and 
played into the wind 
every time. 

And, as the author 
says in his preface: ‘This 
book answers many 
questions, contains new 
information and offers 
definite conclusions. But 
I’m sure it leaves many 
questions unanswered. 
This fact may well be a 
reflection on the book 
itself for some readers, 
but the real tragic 
relevance of such a 
statement is that the lack 
of answers was a living 
reality for Carwyn when 
he left this world at 53 
years of age.’ 

A truly remarkable 
book.
